Station Ceremonies To Inaugurate ‘Operation Levittown’ 


“Operation Levittown," a proj­ 
ect to provide improved local 
train service at reduced fares on 
the Philadelphia - Torresdale- 
Levittown line of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, will get under way at 
7:41 a.m. Monday at the Levit­ 
town station. 
The operation is a cooperative 
demonstration project sponsored 


by the federal government with 
$3.1 million, Bucks County with 
$178,000 and the City of Phila­ 
delphia, with $830,000 under the 
supervision of the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania Transportation Com­ 
pact. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad will 
run 49 more commuters’ trains 
between Lower Bucks County and 


Philadelphia, including three ex­ 
press runs in the morning to the 
city and two in the late after­ 
noon out of the city. 
One-Trip Ticket 
The special fares include a one- 
trip train ticket for use between 
Levittown - Tullytown or Bristol 
and North Philadelphia stations, 
at 70 cents; and a one-trip ticket 


from Croydon, Eddington, Corn­ 
wells Heights and Andalusia for 
60 cents. 
Ten-trip commutation tickets 
from Levittown and Bristol will 
cost $6.50, and from Croydon, Ed­ 
dington, Cornwells Heights and 
Andalusia, $5.80. 
‘‘Operation Levittown” special 
rates are applied only to trains 


numbered in the 500’s. 
Parking lots at Levittown will 
be increased from 400 to 460 cars, 
and at Croydon from 24 to 60 cars. 
Contracts for work on the park­ 
ing lots were let yesterday by 
officials of SEP ACT.

Back Thant 
In New Term23 DEAD IN PLANE DRASN 


UNITED NATIONS, N Y. (UPI) 
— 
Secretary 
General 
Thant, 
backed by both East and West, 
began a new term as the world’s 
number one diplomat today with 
a hope for improved internation­ 
al relations. 
The quiet neutralist from. Bur­ 
ma faced four more years as 
the United Nations’ chief execu­ 
tive and he looked for coopera­ 
tion from the big powers in tack 
ling the world's problems. 
Thant received his new man­ 
date Friday when the funeral 
Assembly unanimously appointed 
him secretary general for a term 
expiring Nov. 3, 1966. He had 
been serving in an acting capac­ 
ity for the past 13 months, since 
the sudden death in a plane crash 
of his predecessor, Dag Hammer- 
skjold. 
Russia joined the United States 
and other nations in praising 
Thant, but the Soviets said they 
still favor a troika, or three-bloc, 
executive to run the United Na­ 


tions and other international ag­ 
encies. Thant’s appointment post­ 
poned this arrangement, at least 
for the present.

Prison to begin terms of from 30 
days to one year. 
Each was sentenced to concur­ 
rent terms of 30 days to one year

DC7B, groping; through the 
fog without the benefit of 
a ground approach radar 
system, crashed w h i l e , 
landing at Idlewild Airport 
last night, killing 25 of the 
51 persons aboard. 
The plane, a non-stop fli#it from 
Charlotte, N.C., to New York. 
burst into flames and came to a 
halt 500 feet from the runway on 
which another Eastern flight had 
landed successfully about 90 sec­ 
onds earlier. 
Dazed survivors staggered from 
the wreckage and told of the pilot, 
veteran Capt. Edward Bechtoid, 
who spent his flying career crusad­ 
ing for stricter air safety, assur­ 
ing the passengers—"I think we’ll 
make it’’—moments before the 
crash. 
Bechtoid and two other crewmen 
were among the dead. Two stew- 
ardesses survived. 
An airport official reported to­ 
day that a preliminary check 
showed the plane did not touch 
down on the runway. He said the 
plane was on a course parallel to 
the runway and struck the ground 
50 yards east of it. then slithered 
hundreds of feet through marsh­ 
land. crossing a taxi way before 
coming to a halt. 
Gutted By Flames 
Forty-five passengers, five crew­ 
men and an Eastern dispatcher on 
a familiarization f l i g h t were 
aboard 
the four-engine plane. 
Flight 512, which was gutted by 
the flames after coming to a stop 
in a low-lying marsh area near 
Jamaica Bay.

approach radar which furnishes 
the pilot information on his direc­ 
tion and altitude as he makes an 
instrument approach landing. 
Instead, Bechtold was using a 
radio system which gave him a 
visual record of his direction and 
altitude. 
The spokesman said the radar 
system was not functioning be­ 
cause the Federal Aviation Agen­ 
cy's room housing the equipment 
was being moved from one area 
of the Idlewild control tower build­ 
ing to another. 
“Its inoperative condition was 
known to all pilots,” the CAB 
spokesman said. “A notice to all 
airmen had been put out about it.” 
It was the sixth airliner crash 
in seven days with a total of 204 
dead in the disasters. 
Floodlights Illuminate Scene 
Floodlights from rescue vehicles 
played on the crash scene in the 
pre-dawn hours. Smoke and steam 
rose from the twisted wreckage, 
found 500 feet from the runway, 
mixing with fog to provide an 
eerie spectacle. 
The tail assembly and two twist­ 
ed propellers were the only recog­ 
nizable pieces of wreckage. 
Seventeen of the 2 Bsurvivors, 
including two stewardesses, were 
hospitalized. 
Fog was so thick over the area 
at the time of the crash that res­ 
cue vehicles had to search for the 
wreckage. 
The flight left Charlotte at 7:13 
p.m. EST, was due here at 9:09 
p.mr and crashed about 9:45 p.m. 
The official weather report from 
Idlewild’s control tower at the 
time was given as “sky partially 
obscured, visibility 14 miles with 
ground fog.” 
Oscar Baake, assistant adminis­ 
trator for the eastern region of 
the 
Federal vviation 
Agency 
(FAA) said another airliner land­ 


ed on the 8.400-foot runway about 
a minute and a half to two min­ 
utes earlier. 
Although a visual landing was 
attempted, the giant airliner ap­ 
parently circled Idlewild fen* some 
time before Bechtold tried to set 
it down on the runway. 
Control tower personnel lost vis­ 
ual contact with the plane seconds 
before the crash. Bechtold, safety 
chairman for the Air Line Pilots* 
Association eastern region, had 
not radioed that he was experi­ 
encing any trouble. 


The control tower spotted an 
orange glow from about 5.000 feet 
up the runway just after Hie 
crash.

Lysinger was one of the 
two teachers, after being ap­ 
proached by DeMara and Ali­ 
ments revealed the bribery at­ 
tempts to Beckert, thus bringing 
about the arrests of five board 
members. 
Criticises Remarks 
Beckert, who makes it a prac­ 
tice not to address the court after 
the defense has pleaded guilty, 
sharply criticized Kilcoyne’s re­ 
marks about Lysinger. “I think 
the remarks were very ill-ad­ 
vised. If it weren’t for people 
like Lysinger and Middleswarth 
(James H.) God knows where 
he’d be.” 
Middleswarth was the other 
teacher who had been approached 
by Alimenti and DeMara and 
later given $1,600 in marked mon­ 
ey by the school directors in 
transactions last July 30 which 
resulted in the arrest of the board 
members. 
Alimenti and DeMara took their 
sentences with little emotion as 
they stood in front of Satterth-

dict but Judge Satterthwaite post­ 
poned sentencing to 1:30 p.m. in 
order for the jurist to finish 
charging a jury sitting in another 
case. 
Taken To Jail 
At 2:12 p.m., when Satterth­ 
waite concluded the sentencing, 
DeMara and Alimenti were taken 
from the courtroom by deputy 
sheriffs to the cell block on the 
first flow. At 2:50 they were 
whisked away in a car by two 
sheriffs aides and to the county 
prison on Pine Ave., about four 
blocks from the courthouse. 
DeMara's wife, Josephine, was 
overcome with emotion upon hear­ 
ing the sentence. In tears, she 
went to Kilcoyne and wrapped her 
arms about the defense attorney. 
Later, she fainted and had to be 
given smelling salts by court 
aides in the first-floor july room. 
Alimentic wife, Madeline, ap­ 
peared less emotional upon hear­ 
ing the verdict. She thanked Nor- 
vin Nathan. Alimentic attorney, 
for all that he had done. Mrs. 
Alimenti was in the courtroom 
with two of her sons and daugh­ 
ter-in-law.

Satterthwaite 
said he couldn’t understand "bow 
you, as public servants, could 
ever passively go along with the 
theory ‘how much is in it for 
me?’ I hut don’t swallow it," he 
added. 
Judge Satterthwaite said he ap­ 
preciated the arguments of the de­ 
fense attorneys and noted that the 
defendants had been punished by 
the wide notoriety and publicity 
to the case. But he said both 
were to blame. 
"lf there were five involved," 
the judge continued, "I fail to see 
how three of you went with the 
minority of two. I fail to see how 
you paint yourself less black than 
the other three now accused." 


The jurist told the court "we 
will not tolerate this in Bucks 
County." 
Nathan, in his plea, referred to 
Alimenti as a 46-year-old Navy 
veteran who is supporting a fam­ 
ily of five children and an invalid 
mother-in-law. He also pointed out 
the fact that DeMara’s daughter- 
in-law, who was In court, .“is an 
English girl. It must be a mat­ 
ter of especial shame for Mr. 
DeMara to see this girl come 
over from England and witness 
something Uke this." 
The defense attorney said "this 
is not something of a malignant 
mind of Lou Alimenti. Five peo­ 
ple got together and five people 
sat down and kicked this thing 
around." 
"Passive Actor" 
Nathan referred to Alimenti as 
the "passive actor" in the brib­ 
ery plot. He said Alimenti took on 
a “backward, unaggressive role 
in the whole scheme. 
Continuing, he pointed out the 
Alimenti was considering resign­ 
ing from the board aa early as 
last AprU or May when Aliment 
prepared a letter of resignation 
“As for repentance, this was the 
beginning of rehabilitation." 
Nathan said that he personally 
knew that Alimenti had received
